2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9 (a)-(d) based on an 
application filed in EPO on 1/16/97. Applicant has not complied with the requirements 
of 37 CFR 1 .B3(c), since the oath, declaration or application data sheet does not 
acknowledge the filing of any foreign application.

3. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to contain the statement required under 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) as to applicant's belief that 
the original patent is wholly or partly inoperative or invalid. See 37 CFR 1 .175(a)(1 ) and 
see MPEP § 1414. Applicant fail to state the reason of a defective specification or 
drawing or of patentee claiming more or less than patentee had the right to claim in the 
patent 
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4. Applicant mentioned that the patentee claiming more or less than he had 
the right to claims in the patent and gave example in claim 1, "the signal value" 
has been changed to —logical value—. However, claim 1 is not amended in this 
reissue application. 

5. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to identify at least one error, which is relied upon to support the reissue application. 
See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 

6. Applicant mentioned claim 1 as being one of the errors. However, claim 1 is 
not one of the amended of this reissue application. 

7. The original patent, or a statement as to loss or inaccessibility of the original 
patent, must be received before this reissue application can be allowed.

8. Claims 1 -25 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1 .175.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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10. Claims 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ten 
Kate (5,544,247). 

Ten Kate discloses a method of data expanding a data compressed composite 
information signal comprising the steps of: receiving the compressed composite 
information (5,8); data expanding the compressed composite information (7) in 
response to a control signal (10); the data expanded composite information comprising 
first and second digital information (L, R) merged after each other into one data stream 
(9,12); and the step of retrieving (13) the first and second information (R, L) from the 
expanded composite signal. See fig.la and col.7, lines 7-21 , col. 7, lines 66-67 and col. 
8, lines 1-5 and claims 1-25. 

Response to Arguments 

1 1 Applicant's arguments filed 4/2/0/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Ten Kate (us 5,544,247) does not disclose a step to 
"obtain a data expanded composite information signal" as claimed in claim 20. However, 
examiner disagrees with applicant because Ten Kate does disclose such particular 
limitation. See fig. 1 and col. 7, lines 7-21 and lines 66-67 and col. 8, lines 1-3.
